Couiett Lo S. A. Sawed wood like n 
man. Lived on the least. Is helped on 
his feet. Now getting along well, hav- 
ing been helped up by S. A, Snys used, 
in hiti ignorance, to sneer nt Army in 
England ; never will iiRa.n, an he will 
ever be grateful for the Army's practical 
sympathy and the 'waod-nile.* 

Others have come direct from the 
ho.spitnl, who were not nble to pay IiirIj 
prices for food, and had to hnve enre. 
American Hclief Committee Inst winter 
sent sciiivy patients, who received pro- 
per food, ete rT and were cured. No one 
has ever been refused work or food. The 
place uc piv.seiit hns nil it can aL-coin- 
niodnte." 



A SOCIAL STORY FROM TEE WEST.

Since lioenniiiig nil officer in Sulfation 
Armv warfare, and iu Ihc Social work 
especially, I have mtt with a grout many 
different elnsses nnil conditions of men. 
Sonic- hnve, at one time in their life, 
held good nnd responsible, positions ; 
their future prospects seemed very 
bright, bat through evil associations they 
liave been led, step by atep. downwnrd, 
until they have found themselves nt the 
bottom of the ladder, homc-leaa, friend- 
less, and penniless. At this stage they 
generally put in their appearance at the 
Shelter, should there be one '11 the vicin- 
ity. On the other ltnnd, there are others 
who liave never risen uny higher than 
the bottom round, nut noi-an--" Ihey hnve 
not tried to rise, for many times they 
have made good resolutions, and tried 
to get awny from their bondage, but 
round themselves slaves in every sense of. 
the word, to drink and vice. But even 
these our God can liberate, and set free, 
and many of this class have found 
Christ through the medium of our Shel- 
ters. 

The following is a ease which hna 
fame under my observation since coining 
to the West. We will call him C'eorgo. 
lie hnd worked himself up from 
being nn errand boy, until he 
become the bend salesmnn in a lurgo 
firm, 11111I frequently waa Bent nhrond t« 
purchase goods for his employers. Poor 
George got In with company thnt was 
not eiifciilntcd to do bim good ; lie was 
leading n fast life, nnd ncijuircd the habit 
of drinking, which soon drngged him 
down until he wns not to be iclied upon. 
He was discharged from the linn and 
became nn habitual drunkard. 

George was unknown to the Salvation 
Army officers until one day be nuido np- 
pliculiun Cot something to ent. Although 
he wns under the influence of drink, he 
showed thnt he hnd Homo principle left. 

He said (nfter getting his di jr), '• I 

hnve no money to pay for this, but 1 
understand thnt yt.ti enn supply me with 
wurk." Su poor George wenL out and 
cut the first, wood he hnd ever nut !n 
his life. The persplrntion rolled from 
his fnce. He snid thnt lie wns going 
tu atlcli to it. He ended by breaking the 
snw, nnd chopping the handle of nn axe, 
so the mnn who wns in chnrgc of the

John , a poor drnuknrd and 

outcast, who had snnk as low ns it is 
almost possible to do in the socinl scale, 
enrae to one of our Shelters for food and 
lodgings. While attending one of the 
nie?t!!ig=, the Spirit of God strove with 
him. He was faithfully dealt with about 
his sins, aud at the same time told of a 
pitying Saviour's love, with the result 
that be sought forgiveness while kneel- 
ing at the Mercy Sent. 

John held on to his now-found juy, 
and became a Salvation Soldier, and 
afterwnrds a bandsman and Local Officer 
and wns made n blessing to the com- 
munity. 

At the present time John is the officer 
in chnrge or one or our Social Institu- 
tions. He has been snved to save others. 
Oh, the grace of God, what marvels 
have been wrought by it !

yard told him to go and have a rest. A 
lew mouths previous to his coming to 
the Shelter, lie bad been working ns 
nssistnnt in a restaurant, and in this 
wnv knew something nbout cooking. So 
we tool; him from the woodynrd and 
put him iu the kitchen, and it was while 
he was working in this capacity thnt he 
"live his heart to God. He became a 
real good and trustworthy fellow, went 
to the meetings every night, and ex- 
pressed his intention of becoming an 
officer in the Social work, if nceepled. 
.lust nbout this time, his former employ- 
er <who was a professing Christian! 
henrd that George had been converted 
in the Army, and looking quite respect- 
Sable again, so he concluded thnt lie 
""would take him on again nt his old job. 
nnd nt the same salary, Tor George wns 
n remarkably good salesman when sober. 
The officer in charge pointed out to the 
bend of the firm thnt it wns a dangerous 
thing to offer George a large salary 
again, especially now, as he felt thnt he 
should become nu officer in the Army : 
but the manager said that George was 
converted, and that there would be no 
danger of bim falling nw-iy, and so per- 
suaded him to accept his oiler. George 
fell under this temptation, he soon stop- 
ped coming to the meetings, the old thirst 
for drink took hold of him again, his 
old companions got round him, and he 
soon drifted to the downward path. 

Four months slipped by. George wns 
dismisaed from the lirui ngum, on ac- 
count of his dissipated habits. He 
™nd« applieiition at the Shelter the 
second time. Wo took him in and did 
urn- best for him. Ho nlvvnys regretted 
thnt he hud left the Saviour and the 
Army, and did not follow out his soul s 
convictions. He found to his sorrow tbn, 
ho "could not serve two masters. How- 
ever George professed to get right n- 
gnin, nnd left the city. The last hoard 
from bim wns that he was saved and 
doing well. Glory be to God ! 

I trust that the above will be a lesson 
to those whom God hns called to work 
for Him, not to he side-lrnckcd oy 
nny offer, but to accept the great offer 
which God hns given to work in His 
vineyard.
